Pacific States and Western Canada Divide Top Honors 


Pellissier Premier Exhibitor, Benter Premier Breeder 


HILE the Pacific International Holstein show was 
W somewhat smaller than during the past three or 

four years, it was a show of real quality through- 
out and like a number of our other shows this year, was 
almost tree of any undesirable type. There were 145 head 
actually on the grounds in the open classes and in addi- 
tion thirty head of very fine calf club animals were ex- 
hibited. One hundred thirty-four head appeared in the 
ring in open competition, With the exception of the Fire- 
stone herd from Ohio, it was an allwest show, with good 
representation from Oregon, California, Idaho and Wash- 
ington and the two Canadian provinces of Alberta and 
British Columbia. The awards were well distributed, 
twelve of the twenty-four exhibitors breaking into the 
blue ribbon column with no single exhibitor winning more 
than three first prizes. California took six firsts, Alberta 
four, Washington three, Oregon and British Columbia two 
each, and Idaho one. The championships also went one 
to a place, Carnation having the grand champion cow on 
their well known winner of earlier years, Ruby Fayne 
Poseh. while the Intermountain Institute of Idaho took the 
grand championship on their three-year-old bull, King 
Piebe Parthenea. Junior champion male was the senior 
vearling, Prince Clothilde Triune De Kol, shown by E. E. 
Freeman and Albert Staudenmier of California, while jun- 
ior championship of the female section went to Hay’s Bess 
Carnation from Hays & Co., Alberta. The C. P. R. Supply 
Farm. Strathmore, Alberta and LaBrea Securities Corpora- 
tion of Santa Maria, California, each won three first 
places, while F. F. Pellissier & Sons, Whittier, California, 
and Carnation Milk Farms of Seattle. Wash., each took 
two blues, Hays & Co., Calgary, Alberta; A. Benter & 
Son, Creswell, Oregon; G. A. Paull & Son, Chilliwack, 
British Columbia; E. E. Freeman and Alberta Staudenmeir, 
Modesto, California; Intermountain Institute, Weiser, 
Idaho; Lee Brothers, Mt. Vernon, Wash.; Experimental 
Farm, Agassiz, British Columbia; Mt. Angel College Stock 
Farm, Mt. Angel, Oregon, took one blue ribbon each. 
The honor of premier exhibitor went to F. F. Pellissier & 
Sons, with a number of other exhibitors closely crowding 
them for this honor, while the premier breeder banner 
went to A. Benter & Son. Carnation Farms had only a 
small exhibit in connection with the Washington State 
Herd display, and in addition to the grand champion fe- 
male had two firsts, two seconds. The Canadian exhibit 
made a fine addition to the show and the international 
flavor they brought to the show added greatly to its 
interest, 

The show itself was most prominent in the state herd 
class, there being six shown with unusually high interest 
in the results, Washington walking away with first place. 
In commenting on the show, Earl Cooper writes, “The ring- 
side was the largest we have seen out here in several 
vears and Holstein business in general appears to he very 


sound. Several good sales were made during the week 
by breeders with cattle on exhibit and the inquiries for 
cattle from the Holstein booth seem to indicate very good 
prospects. Prof. Atkeson did a mighty conscientious and 
favorable piece of work in judging. He took plenty of 
time in all classes and gave very clear explanations on 
each class, making the show highly interesting and educa- 
tional for the ringside. While the tops on the whole were 
not as outstanding as we have sometimes seen, this was 
largely balanced by the good quality throughout’’. 

For the details of the show, we are indebted to Mr. 
Karl J. Cooper, Director of Extension, and for the fol- 
lowing comment on the various classes in connection with 
the listing of the awards.

Carnation Chal- 
lenger was described by Judge Atkeson as having better 
balance throughout, better dairy and breed type and the 
best quality of the lot. The second prize, Strathmore 
Colony Koba Fairchild, is a calf which has been winning 
at a lot of shows this year and was picked by many for 
top place but, while having great size and depth of body 
for his age, he was criticized by Atkeson as being a little 
“sappy”. From the ringside he appeared to be a little 
low on the top line. The third place, Hay’s Rag Apple 
Echo, probably had the nicest top line in the class but 
was described by Atkeson as needing a little more depth 
of body and greater heart girth. The fourth prize bull, 
Black Cat Chief Inka Boomer, possessed a lot of style, 
quality and dairy temperament but was somewhat shy in 
heart girth.

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Making the Estate Pay 


By P. C. 


HE tendency of farming in America seems to be more 
7 and more towards group operation or large tracts 

operated as a single unit. The Department of Agri- 
culture is now collecting data to ascertain whether this 
type of farming is successful. The question is often raised 
as to whether large farms with great outlays for buildings 
and stock can ever be a financial success. Yet even with 
the satisfaction a wealthy owner gets from having an ideal 
place, there is apt to be a feeling of dissatisfaction unless 
the place is at least self supporting. 

This is the story of how one such 1200 acre show place 
was put on a sound business basis, So this is written of 
a concrete example rather than a general theory. 

Partly on account of the prevalence of contagious 
abortion and other diseases which had been allowed to 
rage unchecked by any control methods, the milk produc- 
tion was very low and seemed our most pressing problem. 
As the owner frankly explained he intended to put no 
more money into the enterprise we agreed to put back 
into the herd only such money as was received from the 
sale of stock. 

Our production problem was solved by the simple 
method of cuiling rigidly from the lower third of the herd 
and adding to the top by careful purchases, and as no 
consideration would tempt us to part with the best, this 
policy has resulted in an increase in milk production in 
four years of over 3% times the original amount, same 
number of cows milking. From one of the lowest to the 
highest producing herds in the state. 

The abortion problem was attacked by the well tried 
method of isolation and disinfection with a careful daily 
inspection of all bred females to detect any signs of 
approaching trouble. If spreading of this disease is to be 
avoided the isolation must be done before and not after 
the cow has aborted. Then with the help of a good veteri- 
nary we experimented with blood stream disinfectants. 
Intravenous injections of acriflavine were the most suc- 
cessful. How much credit for our fine results to give to 
the flavine compounds and how much to our rigid quaran- 
tine we cannot say but our troubles from abortion were 
soon over. 

Then with proper rotation of crops including good 
alfalfa hay and home grown grain supplements for milk 
feeds we were getting greatly increased production on the 
herd with no additional expense. 

We soon found out that our power for farming con- 
sisting of old grade horses was inefficient, but with 
tractors to do the heavy work and good registered brood 
mares of the best breeds to do the work for which there 
is no good substitute for the horse, we found the work 
going smoothly; and with a proper development of the 
resuliing colts which were placed in some of the top 
positions at the hottest shows this fall we feel that we 
are on the right track. One stallion properly developed 
and shown has paid over half of the original investment 
in proven brood mares.

‘he loyalty and cooperation of the men in an enter- 
prise of this kind is no small item, but with strictly fair 
treatment and a proper appreciation of work well done we 
find that the average man is as eager to get good results 
as the owner. 

The present year found us with another problem on 
our hands, Where to find a herd sire good enough to 
use on a herd going at the rate of over 500 lbs. of butterfat 
average for the year, on the entire milking herd, with 
only limited funds as with the expansion of the young 
herd of young females we had little surplus from the sale 
of stock. Fortunately West Virginia University owned 
one of the greatest bulls in service today a bull very 
little known and appreciated, Varsity Piebe La Vertex 
whose daughters average over 800 lbs. fat two of them 
being over 1,000 fat at less than mature age. His dam 
also has over 1,000 lbs. fat to her credit which makes 
him so far as we are aware the only bull in service today 
that has dam and two daughters over 1,000 lbs. fat. We 
were abie through the kindness of Professor H. O. Hen- 
derson and his associates to secure the services of this 
great animal in trade for the service of our line bred 
Ormsby-Bess Burke bull, Prince Della Bess Burke, so our 
breeding problems are solved for the present. With a life- 
time of experience in handling this type of farm the writer 
is strongly tempted to point out a few of the mistakes 
often made on these places. 

Don’t keep too many young males or even young 
females that are below the high standard that must be 
rigidly maintained to make a success. Too many males 
are not only an expense in themselves but take up the 
room and feed that might more profitably be used by 
some good producing cow, 

Don’t be led astray into buying bulls from high record 
“sports” at long prices merely because their dams have 
made high records. Rather buy males from some family 
of females whose average production is such as to stand 
out above the breed and has few or no inferior individuals. 

Don’t advertise extensively until you have something 
real to offer but when a surplus of good animals does 
accumulate, keep the live stock world fully posted on what 
you have to offer. 

And don’t be too impatient, nature’s processes are 
slow and the person who succeeds best in dealing with 
nature is the one with the largest stock of patience; 
whose ideals in breeding are firmly fixed and lets neither 
time nor tide, drouth or flood interfere with his building 
towards that ideal. 

Reams have been written by snappy business execu- 
tives about the value of quick decisions even though only 
60% of them may be right, but in the breeding of live 
stock and the planting and tending of nature’s harvests, 
that small a percentage of right guesses would be fatal. 
Decisions must be right even though deliberate and care- 
fully studied, a dogged immovable patience in herd build- 
ing is the greatest asset in live stock breeding.

Type and Production 


VIDENCE continues to accummulate demonstrating 
E. the close connection between high production and 

the accepted ideal type of the present day. This 
striking fact was recently brought out that the seven All- 
Americans in the aged cow class that have made yearly 
records show an average production of 892 lbs. fat, 26,680 
lbs. milk and included the records of two in two-year-old 
form and two as four-year-olds. 

Interesting and important as these figures are, par- 
ticularly when we consider the evident producing ability 
of the cows that are going to the top in our large shows 
year after year, perhaps even more striking in the demon- 
stration of the real connection between type and produc- 
tion is the set of figures which Supt. Norton has worked 
out regarding the perfection of the cows and heifers that 
have been given a rating for type in the herd classifica- 
tion system, These figures were worked out by Mr. Norton 
for presentation to the Board at its meeting in ‘St. Louis 
last month and have not previously been made public. 
The following table speaks for itself:

It will be ee that the only break in the succession 


of records is in the Good Plus class which shows a some- 
what lower average production than the Good animals. 
This may be explained in part vy the fact that the Good 
Plus class was not instituted until after the work was 
well under way and thus includes hardly a representative 
number of animals and also being responsible for the 
inclusion of many animals in the Good that would have 
been given a Good Plus rating had this classification been 
incorporated in the sytem from the start. 

These figures show materially higher production for 
the animals in the Excellent and Very Good classes than 
are found in the groups placing in the lower classifications 
for type. The surprising thing about the records is the 
comparatively high average for those listed as fair, which 
may be in part accounted for by the small number in this 
classification having records for inclusion. In reaching the 
figures, Mr. Norton adjusted the performances made in 
Class B and C and the ten months’ division up to a basis 
of Class A for the full year in order to have a more repre- 
sentative number of records for comparison. While the 
figures given are thus only approximate equivalents, they 
do serve to demonstrate the fact that our breeders are 
making very commendable progress in the matter of com- 
bining type and production and demonstrate likewise that 
our breed is on the right track in type ideals. 

We hope to have a more complete discussion of the 
subject from Supt. Norton for early publication. 


The Cost of en 


HIS is the topic of a very interesting bulletin recently 
T issued by the University of Nebraska. It covers the 

breeding history of the University herd from October 
1896 to January 1929 and is one of the most complete 
statements we have seen of actual records along this line. 
Out of 1226 calvings during this long period, 180 abortions 
occurred, and the financial loss for the 32 years was 
figured to amount to $28,561 or an average loss per abor- 
tion of $158.67, including loss of calf, lowered milk pro- 
duction, etc. The average size of the herd was 33.55 milk- 
ing cows. Much valuable detail is included, also a review 
of literature on the subject that makes this bulletin one 
of special value to the herd owner. It is listed as Re- 
search Bulletin 46, and may be had by addressing the 
Department of Dairy Husbandry, University of Nebraska, 
Lincoln.

She has 
plenty of size, weighing over a ton before calving, but 
along with it has refinement and character to an unusual 
degree. She leaves little to be desired from the stand- 
point of the ideal Holstein type. 

Bloodwood Johanna Jewel was born November 19, 1923, 
in the herd of her breeder, the late Ike Blood, Waukesha, 
Wis. She was consigned by Mr. Blood to the U. S. Na- 
tional 1928 where she was purchased for $1000 by her 
present owner, Dunloggin of Ellicott City, Md. Her sire, 
Nockdair Superba Prairie Flower, was by the well-known 
bull, King Superba, and out of a 32-lb. granddaughter of 
Duchess Ormsby Piebe Burke.

“GET OF SIRE” 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
Perhaps the most coveted prize in our show rings is 
the “Get of Sire’ and justly so. Yet in this most import- 
ant class we find the most variation of requirements and 
disagreement of opinion of judges. It is high time we get 
down to fundamentals in this class. As an exhibitor for 
several years past and as a ringside observer at numerous 
shows this year, I have a few comments. In the first 
place there is need for a uniform requirement for the 
“Get of Sire” class. My experience and observation would 
say it should be “Four animals of any age or sex sired by 
one bull with the reservation that not more than two of 
the animals shall be bulls.” Take the Eastern States Ex- 
position of this year, the absurd requirement of demanding 
both sexes, and consider the “Eddy” Get of Sire in third 
place. Here is a small breeder who has limited facilities 
and can not afford to keep a flock of bulls for show. He 
has a wonderful Get of four females in milk, good enough 
for the blue, perhaps they would be serious “All-American” 
contenders, a truly great achievement for a small breeder 
and an inspiration to the small breeder everywhere by 
demonstrating that the little fellow can successfully com- 
pete with all that wealth can put in the game; yet this 
recognition is denied. Why? Only because of the foolish 
requirement of both sexes in Get of Sire. The he 
can do is third place, which is very good of course. but 
not a just rating for either the “Get” or the Breeder. 
Now as to these flashy young Gets winning over the 
good older Gets. It doesn’t happen much any more at 
our best-shows or under our best judges. I certainly want 
to commend the “Get of Sire’? placings at Waterloo and 
the National where the good older Gets were recognized. 
If these blue ribbon young ones can come through with 
the goods at maturity they will then get the recognition 
and until then they are not entitled to too much consider- 
ation. This has been my contention for years. However, 
we still find at many of our State Fairs, and most often 
under judges of less experience, that too much emphasis 
is placed on so called uniformity and smoothness and in- 
dividual ribbon awards. To illustrate just how this works 
out we had an example with our own exhibit at Trenton 
Fair this year. An outstanding mature Get of our senior 
sire, was placed third which in first place we had a beauti- 
ful young Get of our junior sire, another flashy .voung Get

best 
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being second. Now I have watched all these cattle grow 
up and been with them nearly every day of their life. I 
have watched them come and go and seen them develop 
or fail to develop on their promise as youngsters. It 
resolves itself into simply this, “A young Get is a Promise”, 
a mature Get is either “A Promise made, Good” or “A 
Prcmise unfilled.’ A good mature Get should receive the 
award over even the phenomenal youngsters because so 
often the young ones do not come through at maturity and 
it is very misleading and harmful to have them so often 
on top. They can wait for recognition until they have 
demonstrated their worth as older animals. 

True it is, that at many shows, we do not find a worthy 
older Get, and then it’s O. K. to put the young ones up, 
but don’t get too excited over them or be misled in our 
breeding operations by tying up to a lot of young flash, 
only to be disappointed when they come into production. 
Too much bally-boo is made of the winnings of young 
animals and numerous men have learned to their sorrow 
that they must look farther than calves and yearlings to 
find the true merits of a sire. Superlative merit can not 
be awarded to any sire of any blood lines until they prove 
their worth at maturity. Promise of young ones, 
But it’s still a promise until it is proved.

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5,000 VISIT PACIFIC INTERNATION- 
AL TRAIN AT LEWISTON 

Because it was alert to the oppor- 
tunity Lewiston, Idaho, was able to 
give approximately 5,000 people of 
north central Idaho and southeastern 
Washington—the majority of them 
folks from the farms and ranches—a 
high-class live stock show Thursday, 
Oct. 23. The show was a miniature 
Pacific International with about 200 
head of stock, the best in the United 
States, on display. Although only 
half a day in duration, the event is ex- 
pected to prove a great object lesson 
to the territory around Lewiston, 
which has yet to realize its fullest pos- 
sibilities in live stock. 

The animals for the show came from 
the special live stock train bearing the 
prize animals of eastern and middle 
western breeders to the great western 
live stock exposition. This train oper- 
ates on fast passenger schedule direct 
from the east to Portland. To show 
at Lewiston involved a considerable 
deviation from the regular route and 
schedule, but the reception was so 
generous that every one connected 
with the trains and program felt it 
well worth while. 

Animals Worth $1,000,000 

Farmers of about five northern Idaho 
counties and adjoining counties in 
Washington saw more fine live stock 
than has ever been in this part of the 
state at one time before. The special 
train contained 16 cars. Officials esti- 
mated that more than $1,000,000 would 
be required to purchase the stock on 
display during the afternoon. The 
event introduced many to their first 
$10,000 cows. 

The event was made possible by the 
activity of Lewiston’s Cherry Blossom 
festival committee and the chamber of 
commerce. J. W. Thometz, Nez Perce 
county agricultural agent, was gener- 
al chairman of the affair. 

In Lewiston the stock was unloaded 
and put on display in two large tents 
erected on vacant lots near the down- 
town business district. By the time 
the train arrived a large crowd had as- 
sembled. Delegations came from all 
points on the Camas prairie, the upper 
Clearwater country and the Palouse 
district. 

The afternoon education program 
started at 2:30 o’clock. H. E. Haynes, 
chairman of the Cherry Blossom fes- 
tival committee, told how happy Lew- 
iston was to make this contribution 
to the live stock industry of the region.

After 
introduction of W. P. Stapleton, live 
stock agent with the Northern Pacific 
railroad, and J. W. Thometz, the chair- 
manship was turned over to F. W. At- 
keson, head of the dairy department 
of the University of Idaho. 


Breed Types Discussed 

The first speaker was L. W. Morley, 
secretary of the American Jersey Cat- 
tle club, who spoke on the value of 
pure bred stock and what they stand 
for. He suggested that farmers just 
entering the live stock business devote 
much time and consideration to the 
breed best suited for their conditions 
and purchase the best stock they can 
aftord. 

With five cows on the platform—a 
Holstein, a Jersey, a Guernsey, a 
Brown Swiss and an Ayrshire—Ear1 J. 
Cooper, director of extension for the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica, gave a talk on breed types. He 
spoke of the dairy cow as a “great 
manufacturing plant,’ producing the 
“greatest food man has ever known.” 
He told something about each breed, 
its origin and history and outstanding 
qualifications. In parting, Mr. Cooper 
advised farmers not only to have good 
animals but to test them regularly. 

Jerseys From New England 

The Holstein herd used for demon- 
stration purposes was four animals 
from the Firestone farms, operated by 
the tire manufacturer. This herd con- 
tained the grand champion cow at last 
year’s national dairy show. 

Ivan Laughary, western representa- 
tive of the American Jersey Cattle 
club, said the great need in dairying 
was a cow that starts to work early 
and works a long time. He called at- 
tention to the fact that the world’s 
production record for an aged cow was 
held by a Jersey. The animal used 
by Mr. Laughary to illustrate Jersey 
type came the longest distance of any 
of the stock going to the Portland 
show. The four were from Elmhill 
farms, Brookfield, Mass. 

With three head of the Firestone 
herd Guernseys on the platform to 
illustrate type. C. W. Robinson, north- 
western field representative of the 
American Guernsey Cattle club. told of 
the merits of this breed. One of the 
animals was the Firestone herd sire, 
an 8-year-old animal, grand champion 
at 18 shows in the last two years. The 
use of this bull in the Firestone herd 
illustrated the wise breeding program, 
that of selecting a sire of production 
ability and able to transmit it. 


Beef Cattle Have Turn 

The display of Ayrshires was from a 
“genuine farmer’s herd,” said E. W. 
Van Tassel, Wenatchee, Wash., direc- 
tor of the national association for this 
breed. The Ayrshires came from 
Lynnes & Sons, Pennsylvania breed- 
ers. This herd, he said, illustrated 
how the average farmer could build 
up a fine herd. Handled under or- 
dinary farm conditions, this herd av- 
eraged 400 lbs. of butterfat last year. 
Sixteen of the 18 cows in the herd are 
from the same sire. 

Brown Swiss cattle were discussed 
by E. V. Ellington, head of the Wash- 
ington State college dairy department, 
with animals from Suydam farms, N. 
J., on the platform to illustrate de- 
sirable types. D. E. Richards, animal 
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husbandman with the Montana state 
agricultural experiment station, spoke 
on Aberdeen Angus and _ Hereford 
cattle. 

A brief talk on “Milking Shorthorns” 
was given by Professor Atkeson, A. E. 
Lawson, manager of the Spokane 
Union stockyards, gave the talk on 
this breed of beef cattle. Sheep and 
swine on the train were on display in 
the pens, but were not honored by 
special appearances on the platform, 
the day being devoted entirely to cat- 
tle. A string of saddle horses on the 
train attracted much attention. 

Good advantage was taken of the 
time between the close of the speak- 
ing program and the departure of the 
train for Portland. Breeders and herd 
caretakers stood by their stock and 
answered countless questions by 
people interested in the animals.—The 
Idaho Farmer.

NORTHEAST KANSAS BREEDERS HOLD SECOND SALE 

The Northeast Kansas Holstein Breeders’ Association held their second 
sale on October 7 at Topeka, Kansas, under the management of Robert E. 
Romig. A total of forty-three head were offered and twenty-one buyers from 
Missouri and Kansas placed a value of $6,764.50 of them, or an average of 
$157.31 per head. The demand for good cows was brisk, but bulls were very 
slow selling. There will be three females offered with long-time records, these 
averaging $265 ($105 to $365); six others in milk without records but from 
tested dams averaged $207.50 ($145 to $310), while eighteen untested them- 
selves and from dams without records averaged $164.83 ($105 to $305). Two 
heifers not yet in milk brought $150 and $85 respectively and fourteen bulls 
sold from $42.50 up to $210. Two of these from 7-day record dams averaged 
$152.50 ($100 to $205), four from dams with long-time records averaged $143.12 
($62.50 to $210) and eight from untested dams averaged $80.62 ($42.50 to $175). 
The largest individual buyer was the Missouri State Hospital at Nevada, this 
institution taking thirteen head for $2,700, including some of the tops of the 
sale. They selected Bonnie Alcartra Segis Belle, with a Herd Test record of 
520 lbs. butter in 314 days, from the H. C. Shade consignment for $365, the 
top price of the sale. They also took Collins Farm Queen Bess Burke Segis 
2d, a four-year-old of good type from the Tonnes Torkelson consignment, for 
$305. The Topeka State Hospital purchased a member of the Ira Romig & 
Son herd for $325, this being Onal Ormsby Netherland with a record of 800 
Ibs. butter, 20,000 lbs. milk. John Miera, Americus, Kansas, was another good 
buyer, taking four head for $870, including a two-year-old heifer, sired by a 
grandson of Dean of the Ormsbys and out of a 24-lb. dam, for $310. 

A number of Northeast Kansas Holstein breeders donated several calves 
to be sold, the proceeds to go into the association treasury. These calves 
brought $175 and the donors were C. W. Dingman of Topeka, J. M. Basset of 
Dennison, Topeka State Hospital of Topeka, Boys Industrial School of North 
Topeka, Vey Holstein of Topeka, D. C. Freer & Sons of North Topeka, Ed 
Sheets of Topeka and Ira Romig & Sons, Topeka.

The 
plan of giving a New England special 
for the best male and female bred 
and owned by New England breeders 
was endorsed and the meeting voted 
to ask for clarification of the rules so 
that it may be thoroughly understood 
that these animals are to be bred and 
exhibited by the same New England 
breeder.

At 6:30 the annual banquet of the 
Association was held. Mr, Peabody 
introduced James G. Watson, live 
stock editor of the New England 
Homestead, as toastmaster. Mr. Wat- 
son’s handling of the banquet was in 
exceptionally good taste and he added 
much to the enjoyment of the occasion 
by his unlimited stock of excellent 
stories. Mr. Watson first introduced 
T. E. Elder, director of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America and 
former vice-president, who emphasized 
the importance of extension work and 
the value of the field representatives 
active in New England. The meeting 
endorsed this activity and forwarded 
a resolution to the national associa- 
tion respecting Mr. Crissey’s work. 

The principal speaker of the even- 
ing was H. H. Wing, president 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, who was welcomed most 
cordially to the New England territory 
and who gave the 70 breeders present 
a very interesting and _ instructive 
address. Perhaps the highlight of his 
address was the statement that “there 
should be a known record for every 
pure bred Holstein-Friesian cow that 












has reached production age” With 
this as a text he endorsed the herd 
improvement record activity stating 
that despite recessions along other 
lines semi-official testing had_in- 
creased 11 per cent during the past 
year and herd improvement test 26 
per cent. There are 10,450 cows now 
making yearly records according to 


President Wing. Mr. Wing called the 
attention of breeders to the fact that 
the continued supremacy of the Hol- 
stein was due to her superior merit 
as a producer, also to the fact that 
while the high records had proven to 
be good advertising continued im- 
provement in the breed would come 
from the elimination of poor ones and 
the establishment of records upon the 
entire mass of pure bred Holsteins. 
President Wing observed that any 
breeder “who keeps a pure bred cow 
and doesn’t keep a record of her pro- 
duction doesn’t know his business”. 
There is no excuse for the breeder 
who says that it is too much work 
to keep milk weights. Keeping rec- 
ords is an essential part of the pure 
bred business and should be the first 
consideration of every breeder ac- 
cording to President Wing. 

Krank Price, business manager of 
the Holstein-Friesian World, talked 
along similar lines respecting produc- 


tion, advocating the herd test as a 
means of improving the production 
level of the breed. It is from the 
average, herd of average pure breds 
that the animals go into dairy herds

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A SURVEY OF DAIRY PROFITS 

Blazing a trail to bigger profits is 
the herculean task undertaken each 
year by Purina Mills in its National 
Dairy Survey. It is, in effect, a dairy 
profit census—a compilation of actual 
feeding results on hundreds of aver- 
age farms scattered from coast to 
coast—in every one of the 48 states. 

The National Dairy Survey last 
year was a compilation of feeding and 
production records on a half million 
cowsS—505,536 to be exact. It was a 
check-up to ascertain just how much 
milk feeds were producing and how 
much money was left for the feeder 
after all expenses had been paid. 

Good cows and poor cows are in- 
cluded in this National Dairy Survey. 
It is, in fact, a survey of average 
dairy feeding conditions, inasmuch as 
it includes all classes of cows, all 
types of feeders and every section of 
the country. The Survey is a part 
of the work done by Purina Mills to 
persuade farmers to keep accurate 
records. 

Nearly 1,000 Purina Service Men, 
working among farmers and dairy 
feeders in every state, gather the 
records on which the Dairy Survey 
is based. The figures come from the 
farmers and dairymen’ themselves. 
The Service Man copies on his report 
slips just those figures which are 
given him by farmers he contacts. 

Accuracy that is not surpassed in 
the national mint where money is 
counted marks every step of the 
Dairy Survey. Reports gather by Ser- 
vice Men are sent to St. Louis where 
they are carefully checked, compiled 
and totaled and then checked again. 
The final result is the Dairy Survey 
which shows just what average dairy- 
men of the country are doing. 

Hundreds of dairymen have been 
set on the trail to bigger profits as a 
result of the revelations made to them 
by this survey. Too busy themselves 
to kepe complete and accurate rec- 
ords, they have found, trom the com- 
pilations made by the Service Man 
just where a lot of their profit leaks 
were taking place. They have learned, 
by reason of actual figures which 
they knew to be accurate—figures on 
their own cows and on the cows of 
their neighbors—that there is a big 
difference in feeding and manage- 
ment. 

DAIRY PROGRESS IN INDIA 

\ copy of the Allahabad Farmer for 
July 1930 recently received indicates 
that dairying is making some progress 
in India and that leaders there have a 
keen appreciation of the importance 
of adopting modern methods in live 
stock improvement. Among the im- 
portant reasons they set forth as the 
lack of progress in dairy breeding of 
this country is that the religion of the 
Hindus considers the cow as sacred 
and slaughter is accordingly dis- 
couraged except for religious purposes, 
which makes culling and _ selection 
almost impossible. Efforts are being 
made by dairy leaders of India to 
promote the use of better sires 
through government assistance, with 
a plan of inspection that would 
eliminate for breeding purposes bulls 
that are unfit. This cooperative move- 


ment is gaining some headway and 
further efforts are being put forward 
in this direction.
